H. C. Jones was ordained to the Baptist ministry by the Martins 
Prairie Baptist Church. He was small of stature, but large in his 
convictions, and he always took his stand for the right in the 
community. 

Brother Jones was a forceful preacher of the old-fashioned type. 
During his lifetime he preached in Walker, Grimes, and Madison 
Counties, and he pastored the following churches: Richards, Shiro, 
Bedias, Martins Prairie, Ten Mile, Ebenezer, and George. 

Brother Jones spent many years of his life at Bedias, and he died 
there May 17, 1944.

JAMES ANDREW KERR ~ 

J. A. Kerr was born October 15, 1856, near Bedias, on what is 
known as the Will Stampley place. He was the son of C. J. and 
Maggie (McKeown) Kerr, who were natives of North Carolina. 

Jimmie was left an orphan at a very early age. His father died 
when he was two and his mother when he was seven. He was 
reared by his maternal grandmother and an older sister, Mrs. John 
Albertson. As a small boy, Jim Kerr worked at a gin owned by 
his uncle John McKeown. Here he learned the business which later 
became his occupation. He had very little formal schooling but life 
itself provided his education—it was no easy teacher. 

He married Lou E. Stampley, November 1, 1877, but she lived 
only three years after their marriage. January 31, 1884, he married 
Mollie Druie Sadler. She was his helpmate and companion until 
she died in 1926. Two years later he married her sister, Mrs. Nora 
Herren; but four years later he was left alone a third time. 

What measure of success he attained during his long life may be 
attributed to his high ideals and his industry. 

He never used tobacco or alcohol. In fact, he disliked the latter 
so much that he even refused to drink soda water from a bottle. 
His grandchildren still remember his rocking the babies and sing- 
ing, “How Firm a Foundation.” 

Jim Kerr was fond of repeating old proverbs and sayings. One 
of his favorite sayings was: “If a man skins you one time, it’s his 
fault, but if he comes back and skins you the second time, well— 

‘ then it’s your fault.” 
He died in 1933.
